Storm Clouds Are Being Seeded 
To Increase Rainfall From Lewis 
Creek To Kern, East Of 99 Hiway 


Cloud seeding operations to in- 
crease rainfall in the area be- 
tween Lewis creek on the north, 
Kern river on the south and from 
99 highway to the Sierra summit 
are now in full swing, with all 
storms in this area being seeded 
when favorable conditions 
vail. 

“Working off the Kern county 
airport at Bakersfield, planes of 
the Precipitation Control company 
of Phoenix, Arizona are ready to 
fly 24 hours per day, with pilots 
of the company in close contact 
with the United States weather

keep a constant check on storm 
conditions. 


Silver iodide is being used in the 
seeding operation, with two types 
of equipment built into planes— 
one type that vaporizes the silver 
fodide through a propane burner 
mounted on the side of the plane, 
the other that vaporizes the chem- 
ical through an electric arc. 


The clouds are flown at what- 
ever elevation is near the freez- 
ing level—with this altitude 
ranging from 5;000 to 18,000 
feet. c. S. Barnes, president of 
the Precipitation Control ¢om- 
pany, pothts out that his pilots 
and’ plates cannot make ¢iduds 
or make étorms, but that increas- 
ed rainfall can be obtained when 
a storm is over the valley area 
and that in many cases, rain can 
be started through cloud seeding 
when conditions are not right for 
natural rainfall. 

Platies tised are BT18s, especial- 
ly equipped for cloud seeding 
work. Since most flying is 
“blind”, the planes carry com- 
pletely modern instruments and 
radio devises. 

Cloud seeding flights last about 
three hours, since fuel supply on 
the planes is suffieient for that 
length of time. Storms are 
charted so that seeding operations 
are conducted on a line with storm

movement that will cause rain- 
fall in the desired area. Rain 
actually starts in from 15 to 40 
minutes after seeding begins and 
proper amounts of silver iodide 
must be released to gct desired 
results—if too much is released, 
rainfall is stopped.
